Love could inſpire him with. Petronella, who had 


already yielded up her Heart to Dribellus, thought 


the ſacred Truſt of her Honours might be repoſed in 


Thus with 


Kind Careſſes, and wanton Dalliances, did this ſubtile

Before this was diſcovered by any of her Relations, 
z Young Gentleman, who lived at Lariſſa, (the Birth- 
place of Achilles, not far from Oeta) whole Name is 


Polifſis, the eldeſt Son of Abridatus, a Gentleman of | 


very confiderable Eſtate and Family, was recom- 
mended to her Father, as a Perſon who would be a 
very ſuitable Match for his Daughter, who, with a 
very handſome Equipage, was now come over to H- 
pate to court her. Fame had ſpoke loud of the Per- 
ſections of Tezronella, both in Body and Mind, and 
after ſome days Converſe found himſeli abſolutely 
conquered by the Charms of her Wit and Converſati- 
on, which were more irrefiſtable than thoſe of her 
Face and Beauty, in both which ſhe appear'd ſo il-

Love. This gave the Lovers an unexpected 
bance, who with Sighs and Tears expreſs the preſent

coming of Poliſſis, and charge him as the ſole Au- 
thor of their Unhappineſs and Miſery: Dribeliue 
looks on him with Envy; and Petronella with Diſ- 
dain ; ſhe could not willingly afford him one àmou- 
rous Glance, all her Smiles were counterfeit, and the 
beſt Entertainment ſhe could give him was upon Force 
and Conſtraint, whilſt he ſighs and throws himſelf 
at her Feet, without moving her to the leaſt Piry and 
Compaſſion ; but Polifſs grew daily into the Favour 
of her Parents, though he found little Progreſs in the 
Heart of the Daughter; and although Patricius him» 
ſelf interpoſed his Paternal Authority tf recommend 
him to her Affections, told her of his Riches, and 
fair Poſſeſſions, the Nobility of his Family, and his 
Perſonal Endowments, yet ſhe {lighted and contemned 
him, and one Day told her Mother, that though ſhe 
did allow Poliſſis to be a compleat Gentleman, yet ãt 
was impoſſible for her to act bo great a Violence upen 
her ſe if, as to force her Affections to love that Perſon 
ſte ever had an Averſion to, and ſhould think her ſelf 
more happy in the cold Arms of Death, than in the 
Embraces of that Hu: band that ſhe could not affect.

his Thoughts fix upon any Perſon thereabouts, that

But his 
Wife, who beſt knew the Temper of her own Sex, ſo

18 
ſpeak in Juſtification of himſelf and the afflicted Pe- 
tronella, charging all the Blame on the Power and 
Force of Love, and the rigorous Indiſcretion of Fa- 
tricius, who would compel Petronella to marry Fol Iſis, 
whom ſhe could never love. Perronella, with Shame 
and Confuſion in her Face, begs her Mother's Pardon 
and Forgiveneſs with Tears and Sighs, who takin 

her by the Hand, led her to her Chamber, where, at- 
ter ſhe had ſeverely reprehended her with the Guilt 


and Ignominy of ſuch diſſolute Pleaſures, ſhe lock d 


her up, ard there leit her to her own Meditations ; 
and went directly to her Father and told him that ſhe 
had diſcovered an Intrigue of Love between Dribellus 
and Tetrone la, which was the Caule of her Averſion 
to Toliſſus, without difcovering that Secret which 
would for ever have blaſted the Honour of her Daugh- 
ter, and branded their Family with an incelible Mark 
of Shame and Infamy.

PFrtroue lla was overjoy'd at the Receipt of this — 
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Letter, and immediately returned an Anſwer, deſiring 
him to be at the Garden Door at five that Evening, 
where ſhe would expect his coming. But poor Te- 
tronella, thou wilt dearly rue this Sight, and too late 
be ſenſible that the Pleaſures of Sin are compounded of 
the bittereſt Ingredients. The Hour being come, Pe- 
tronella ordered her Waiting- Woman Marella, to 
attend at the Garden Door and conduct Dribellus into 
an Arbour, where the Tranſports of Joy berwixt the 
two Lovers are inexpreſſible; they met with equal 
Ardour and Affection, bewailed one anothers Deſtiny, 
and curſed the Tyranny of Parents, who often conſult 
more their own Inteteſt, than the Happineſs and Sa- 
tisfaction of their Children, in ſuch forc'd Marria- 
ges, which often prove moſt fatal in their Couſe- 
quence.

T Yenice, the Beauty of Iraly, which is the Gar- 
1 den of Europe, in the Reign of Leonardo Donato 
that Noble Duke of Venice, Famous for baniſhing the 
{| Jefuirs, and oppoſing the intruſions of the Popiſh See, 
and tulminations of Paulus Quintus in the juſt defence 

and maintenance of the Priviledges and Prerogatives 
of the Seignory, lived Pedro Giovanno, Count of Va- 
+imi, He was a Gentleman no leſs Eminent for the 
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any Services he had done the State, than admir'd 
for bis Vertues: He was Honoured with the Title of 
ount, but much more Illufiricus in the rich Endow- 
ments of a noble Mind; to all which was added a 
large Eſtate and plentiful Revenues, which gave Luſtre 
and Support to the Royalty of his Houſe, and Gran- 
deur of his Family.

obſerv'd Diſcontent in his looks, and by the breaks of 
his.

Whereupon, My dear Ca- 
ſtrucchio, ſays ſhe, Ion blame me I know, and preſume 
z be Juſtice _ Cauſe, will warrant your Reflections 


on my guilty Breaſt ; Iconfeſs I am not ſo Innocent as 
4 ought to be, yet let not the ſeverity df your Proſecu- 
Zion, exceed the quality of my Ofence; if I have 
vronged your Gooameſs by my Breach of Faith, let that 
(Goodneſs now forgive me, and my too late Repentance 
bs my Puniſhment. Gloriana's Penitence, and Caſtruc- 
chio's Mercy, ſoon wrought a perfect Reconciliation, 
and the reſt of the time was ſpent in more pleaſant 
and amorous Entertainments. At Evening they part- 
ed, when Gloriana told Caftrucchio, the Viſit he pro- 
.miſed ſhe'd receive at her own Houle the next Even- 
ing, fcr ſhe did not expect the Count's Return till ten 
days after, | 
Thus they had frequent Enterviews, in the abſence 
of the Count, by the aſliſtance of Fortia, Gloriana's 
Waiting-Woman, who being privy to the Intrigues 
of Love between the Counteſs and Caſtrucchio, was 
very ſerviceable to their Amours, by admitting him 
in the duſk of the Evening, at a back Door into her 
Lodgings, where they revelled all Night in forbidden 
Pleaſures, little dreaming of thoſe heavy Judgments, 
which ſo cloſely purſued their Adalterous Crimes.

ſolutely refuſe him thoſe Enjoyments he ſo paſſionate- 
Iy longed for. Eraſto attempted her with noble Pre- 
ſents, and richer Promiſes if ſhe would conſent to his 
Deſires ; which ſhe {lighted with Scornand Contempt, 
telling him that all the Glories of Rome laid at her 
Feet ſhould never prevail upon her fix*d Reſolution to 
Honour and Vertue ; and that as her more youthful 
Days had been prodigally ſpent in the Pleaſures of Sin 
and Wickedneſs, ſo now her 1iper Age, and the 
whole remainder of her Life, ſhould be N 8 
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dicated to Vertue and Goodneſs. Eraſto purſued her 
with all the Temptations his Suit and Fancy could 
invent, but ſtill in vain ; whereupon he at laſt con- 
ſented to marry her, which was privately ſolemnized 
by Father Fazomo the Prieſt, to the great Satisfaction 
of Favonia, and the utter Ruin of Eraſto. Two 
Months this Marriage was conceal'd from Rigidoro, 
but he at laſt was acquainted with it, and charged 


Eraſto with the Truth of what he had heard; that he 


had married Favonia, the moſt impudent Courtezan 
in all Rome: Eraſto acknowledged that he was mar- 
ried without h's Advice or Conſent, for which he 
humbly beggd his Pardon; that the Perſon he had 
married was call'd Favonia, but chaſte and vertuous 
as the moſt modeſt Nun; and however her Reputati- 
on had been formerly ſtain'd, ſhe had waſht out thoſe 
Spots with Tears and Repentance ; and though poſſi- 
bly ſhe had been looſe and diſſolute in her Virgin 
State, ſhe was now a moſt loving Chaſte and Vertuous 
Wife. Kigidoro was ſo highly provokd to hear his 
Son vindicate Favonia's Fame, and juſtifie his own 
Error, that he immediately turn'd him out of Doors, 
and difinherited him, telling him with a deep Oath, 
he would rather give his whole Eſtate to the Laza- 


rel to, than relieve! his utmoſt Diſtreſſes, with the 


leaſt Expreſſion of common Charity or Kindneſs. 


EFraſto acquainted Favonia with Rigidoro's Cruelty, 
ſaying, if he continued his Severity toward him, he 
cancell'd all his Obligations of Duty and Reſpect to 
him, by his barbarous and inhumane Uſage ; and 
that he would ſtudy a Revenge which ſhould make 


him as miſerable as himſelf, And being now reduc'd © 4 


to great Poverty and Want, and finding his Father 
inexorable, notwithſtanding he endeavoured a Recon- 
ciliation by a moſt profound Submiſſian to him, own- 


ing his Fault, and begging his Pardon for his Offence ; © | 


reſolv'd, with his own Hand to murder him in the 
E 3 Street, 
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Street, rather than ſee him live in a plentiful and 
-. proſperous Eſtate, whilſt he ſtarv'd for want of Bread, 

Thus the Devil encourag'd him to the moſt villanous 
Sin of Parricide, without any Proſpect of Happineſs 
to himſelf, but as he gratified preſent Revenge by de- 
ſtroying that Life f om whence he had received his 
own, and ſince to live miſerably is the moſt grievous 
Puniſhment .of Life; he reſolv'd a violent Death 
ſho:1'd make his Father as unhappy as he was wretch- 
ed, To this End he watch'd frequently in the dark 
of the Evening over againſt Rigidoro's Houſe, and 
ſeeing him come forth without any Attendance, fol- 
lowed him, and ſuddenly ran his Rapier in at his 
Back quite through his Body, upon which Rigidoro 
fell to the Ground dead, and Eraffo made his Eſcape, 
Preſent'y after the Body was found, and within three 
Days decently buried, great ſearch was made for the 
Murtherers; but no Perſon diſcovered on whom they 
could fix the Guilt. Eraſto, who was conſtantly 


baunted with the Terrors of an evil Conſcience, an! 


the dread of that Puniſhment he had ſo juſtly deſerv'd, 
fled Aboard one of the Pope's Galleys which was bound 
for Sicily, and was afterwards taken by two Turks 
Men of War belonging to Tuns, and all the Seamen 
and Paſſengers, who ſurvived the Fight ( which was 
very Bloody ) either made Slaves Aboard their own 
Veſſels, or diſpos'd to Land-Servitude, amongit 
whom Eraſto was fold Afhore, to Barbaroſſa, a Per- 
ſon of principal Note and Command in Tuns, 


Eraſto had now leiſure to refle& on the vitious and 
wicked Courſes ot his former Life, and particularly 
on the bloody and inhumane Murther of his Father, 
which he now ſaw in ſome meaſure puniſhed by the 
Miſeries of his preſent Condition; which wrought 
Complaint and Sorrow for the Evils he now ſufſer'd 
under, rather than a true and ſincere Penitence for 
his notorious Offences, But though * his 
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iſt. VIII, Rigidoro and bis two Sons. 1 
atron, was ſevere and cruel, Adulla his Wife, was 
ore kind to him, and often, when her Huſband was 
broad, brought him Victuals into the Garden where 
he work'd, above what was allowed him, or the 
other Slaves had, which Eraſto interpreted as a per- 
ticular Reſpect and Love to his Perſon, which made 
her ſo charitable and bountiful to him, and hop'd to 
improve to a more conſiderable Advantage. The other 

Slaves grumbled at 4dulla's Kindneſs to Eraſto, and 
acquainted Barbaroſſa with it, who preſently enter 
tained jealous Thoughts of his Wife, and us'd Eraſto 
with the greater Severity, which Adulla being ſen- 
ſible of, redoubled her Kindneſs, and upon the firit 
Opportunity expreſt her more perticular Love io him, 
which Erafto readily embrac'd, promiſing that no 
Torments ſhould ever exto:t a Confeſſion from him, 
of thoſe obliging Favours he received. Their amo- . 
rous Entertainments had been many and frequent, 
which Ba haroſſa was not altogether ignorant of; but 
willing that their Crime ſhou'd be as apparent as be 
intended their Puniſhment, diſſembled his Anger; 
and one Day pretending to go Abroad, conceal'd him- 
ſelf in the Houſe, till he had Notice by one of the 
Slaves ( who was a Spye over all their Actions ) that 
Adulla was retired to her Chamber, and had ſent for 
Erafto, who was gone into her; upon which he fol- 
lowed up, and ſurprized them in the very Act. The 
next Day Eraſto and Adulla were carried in Chains 
before the Divan, and there accuſed by Barbaroſſa of 
Adultery, which was ſo undeniably provd againfl 
them that Fra/'o was condemned to be flead alive, 
and Adulla delivered to her Huſband to be puniſh'd as 
he thought convenient, who immediately ordered two 
of his Slaves to ſtrangle her. Thus dyed Eraſto miſe- 
rably at Tunis, whilſt Favonia returned to her old 
Profeffion at Rome, and liv'd in all the Levvdneſs and 
Debauchery of a common Strumpet, till at laſt ſhe

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was infected vvith the foul Diſeaſe, and dyed vvith | 
Shame and Ignominy in the Burdello's. | 
Fornication, Inceſt, and Adultery, are three Furies

ty, but likewiſe of the Court, and often ſolicited by 

the King (with the Promiſes and Certainty of great 

Wealth and Dignities ) to be the Pleaſure of his Bed, $ 

I. but the no leſs Vertuous than Beauteous Chriſtiana, 
eſtzeming the Honour of her Chaſtity far above the 
Dignities of an Empire, renounced to purchaſe ſuch i 
Shadows of Glory with the Pollution of her Soul, 
whoſe Vertue ſhe knew would Crown her, not only 

- wath Honours here, but Immortallity hereafter ; with 
theſe vertuous Meditations her purer Soul peire d 
Heaven, and there took Proſpect of thoſe far greater 
Dignities which wouldgreward her Chaſtity. Long 
had this Family of Monſieur de Cadex lived at · Taurs y 
in the Favour and Reſpect of all Men, bleſt with his 
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and and 
Vertue ( it being rumour'd, how ſhe had refurng the 
Embraces of the King,) drew after her many Ado- 
rers, who both by plain Addreſſes and Subtility, 
vainly endeavour'd to win her, ſome to their lawful 
Bed, ſome to their lewder Arms. At length in the 
Reign of King Charles the grh. Anno. Dom. 1562. 
The Perſecution being ſore in Tours, De Boi, the 
Maſter of a French Ship, induced more by his Luſt to 
Chriftiana than his Love to the Unhappy Family of 


+ De Cadez, promis'd to ſet them ſafe on the Engliſ 


Shore, with ſome others who fled from the Rage of 


tze Perſecutors. De Cadez and his Wife kindly ac- 


cepting fo vaſt a Favour, which ſhould protect them 
from the Hand of the devouring Tyrants, took with 
them ſome of their lighter Poſſeſfions, their Gold 
and Silver Plate, bequeathing the reſt to the ſaid 


- Monſieur de Boi, to whoſe Mercy they ow'd both 


their Eſtate and Lives, and embarqued that Evening, 


De Boi ( whoſe Luſt admitted of no Bounds ) when 


he had ſail'd fifty Leagues from Shore, was not able 
longer to contain, but thus addreſt himſelf; Madam, 
To me you owe thu great Protection from the Sword 
and Fire, thus far my Mercy hath ſecur'd your Fa- 
rents, all ths I did not for the Hope of Gain, *twas 
you 15 Lady did. induce me to it, your Eyes with 

ty Charms did plead fo firongly, I could not but 
be merciful, Sir, teply'd the modeſt CVriſtiana, My 
Parents and my ſelf till own theſe Favnurs, a grate- 
Ful Spirit cannot ſoon forget ſuch mighty Obligations, 
and doubtleſs well-pleasd Heaven Sill reward that 
Alas, fair Lady, ( returns De

Boi) leave not ſo ſmall a Debt for Heaven to pay, 


fince you can fully make me Satufation, let me em- 
brace the Body I protected, and bleſs your Vorſbipper 
with Happineſs. Chriſtianft perceiving his Paflion, 
and that her refuſing his Luſtful Motions, might 
endanger the Liberty of her Parents, begg'd of him 
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— Chriſtiana. 5 
to grant her one Hours Conſideration, and ſhe would 
prepare her ſelf for his Embraces. He tranſported 
with this Anſwer, believing ic to be no other than 
real, admitted her the time. Chriſtiana whoſe Cha- 
ſity could not digeſt ſo baſe and diſhonourable an 
Action, yet tenderly affecting the Safety of her Pa- 
rents, whom ſhe muſt either expoſe to his Mercy, 
or admit of his Lewdneſs, knew not what to do in 
this her greateſt Extremity ; therefore conſulting 
with her Father, was advis'd, according to her Wiſh, 
rather to ſuffer Death than defame her Honour; _ 
Chriſtiana triumph'd, now ſince her Parents could 
without much Reluctancy, chooſe to ſee her dye a 
Martyr for her Chaſtity, rather than live with Iufa- 
my and Diſhonour to the Name and Family of De 
Cadez ; therefore recommending her ſelf to the Di- 
viner Powers, committed her Body to the Mercy of 
the Seas, without the Hopes of Life; but we ſee De- 
ſpair is ſometimes the Ground of Hope; as when 
the Darkneſs of the Night is thickeſt, then the 
Morning begins to dawn; thus the Extremity of 
Chriſtiana*'s Miſery was at the Height when ſhe had 
the Proſpect of ſome Relief, for Codrinw, a Noble 
Man of England, who then Rode Vice-Admiral of 
the Britiſh Seas, perceiving, at ſome ſmall Diſtance, 
a Woman ſtrugling with the Waves, compaſſionate- 
ly received her into his Ship, and upon her Infor- 
mation of the Villanous Deſign, which forc'd her 
to prefer Death before Life with Defilement, he ſail'd 
up to De Boi's Veſſel, demanding Monfieur De Cadez 
and his Wife, and the others, which fled from the- 
Perſecution, bound for England, De Boi, whoſe 
Conſcience accus'd him, knowing Codrinw to be the 
Britiſh Vice- Admiral, a Soldier of an undaunted 
Spirit, and a ſingular Reſpecter of honourable Acti- 
ons, . without diſputing the Caſe, delivered them, 
whom Codrims firſt received, and then W 2 
road

Broadſides ſufficiemly corrected the Inſolence of 
De Boi, and fo ſail'd forward for England. 


is This Deed being of ſo generous a Nature, obliged 


them all to admire Codrinw, and eſpecially Chriſtia- 
who with her all-conquering Charms had 
wounded the Vice-Admiral there, where the ſearch- 


ing Cannon ne'er had found a Paſſage. He gaz 


with Admiration on her Beauty, and though her 
Mifery had reduc'd her to a Poverty, yet he knew 
not how to reſiſt the powerful Cuarms of Love; in 


Concluſion; he addreſt himſelf to the beauteous Vir 


gin, who being equally affected with his Heroick 
Actions, not byaſs'd Ly Intereſt, and well pleas'd 
with his Sweetneſs and Fluency of Language, the 
Excellency of his courteous and affable Demeanout, 


admitted an eaſy Victory upon honourable Terms, 


Codrinw (being now arriv'd at Court, as happy as 
ſo ſhort a time could make him) made great Prepara- 
tion for his Nuptiat Solemnities, the Conſummation 
of their Bli!s. The appointed Day being come, and 
Dinner ended, the Wine flow'd merrily round ; in 
the Height of their Mirth, Chriftiana's remarkable 
Paſſages of her Life, and the wondertul Vindication 
of her Honour, being the general Diſcourſe of the 
Table; my Lord Sebaſtian after the Retirement of 
Chriſtiana, told Codrinus, he would engage a 100 
Pound, that ſhe would admit him into her Bed that 
Evening, and that he would enjoy thoſe Pleafures 
which he had reſerv'd for his own Appetite, The 
Vice-Admiral, who was willing rather to improve 
Mirth than diſturb the Company, merrily accepted 
of the Terms propounded. 


No ſooner had Chriſtiana enter'd her Bridal Bed 
expecting Cori nus the Bleſſing of her Arms, but & 
vaſtian, without Attendants, came into the Cham 
ber, and undreſſing himfelf, ſo ſurpriz'd VA 
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to pay it to Codrinus; in the mean time his merry

that ſhe ſhriek'd out, aſking him the Reaſon of his 
Rudeneſs: He anſwer'd, What mean you, Madam, 
How am I rude ? Do you not know your Lord? Chri- 
ſiana, who was certain it was not the Vice-Admiral, 
both by his Shape and Voice, cry'd out, 4 MKape, 
Murther, a Rape; at which Codr inis, and the Com- 
pany, which were at the Door ready, burſt in, ſeem- 
ing very much incens*d with Sebaſtian, and threat- 
ning to chaſtiſe his Inſolence, diſmiſt him, who 
pleaded a Miſtake, and that he=rhought his Wife 
now repos'd in that Chaniber (as formerly ſhe had 
done) which Codrinu acknowledged to be the 
Truth, Next Day the Vice- Admiral went to demand 
the 100 Pound, forfeited by my Lord S tian. Se- 
baſtian readily confeſt it due, and will*d his Servant 


Humour was turn'd into a real Luſt, and he took 
this Opportunity of ſoliciting the Lady, who' was 
ſtill in her Honour as invulnerable as ever, therefore 
finding his Attempts in vain, returned to the F7ce- . 
Admiral, who after the Receipt of the Money, not 
willing to carry it off, preſented it to Sehaſtian's * 
Lady ; Sebaſtian thankful for the Favour, loaded the 
Vice- Admiral with too much Wine, and chat Even- 
ing in Diſguiſe, attempted once more to win the 
chaſte Chriſtiana, but was by her Steward (who 
found him in a private Room, next the Lady's Bed- 
— ſuſpected for ſome Robber, and there 
ain. | 


The Exceſs of Wine which Codrinw drank, caſt 
him into a Fever, of which he dy'd ; and Chriſtiana * 
whoſe honourable Name had travell'd to the utmoſt 
Coaſts of Fame, was afterwards married to the 
Duke of Guiſe, with whom ſhe livd long. and hap-

Romindus (after a cloſe Siege) having taken the Caſtle 
of N----, attempted a Rape upon the Lady Samina, 
but ſhe is reſcued by the Lord Arminius, who us 
afterwards eſpouſed to Ber. Romindus in another 
Attempt fires the Houſe where the Lady Samina 
lay, by which means conveying himſelf into her - 

' Chamber, he would have defiled her; but ſhe to 
preſerve her Chaſtity, ftabs her ſelf with his Dag- 
ger : He finding himſelf defeated, murder'd bim- 
ſelf by her Side. ; 


P the time of the late Rebellion, Romindis, (for 
under that Name I ſhall diſguiſe him ) who was 
one of the chief Agitators of the unhappy Civil 
Wars, laid cloſe Siege to the Caſtle of N —, whoſe 
Noble Lord and Sovernour, Earl Lucius, hath by 
his Loyalty and Valour left his Name firm in the Re- 
cords of Glory. Raminds ( whole factious, baſe, 
and treacherous Spirit render'd him odious to the 
Family of Lucius) inſpir'd with a particular Milice, 
upon his Daughter Samina's ſligh ing him, reſolv'd 
(17 poſſible ) to make the Caſtle their Funeral Pile, 
and Samina's Blood a Sacrifice to his Revenge, finee 
he could not violate her Honour, that Guardian An- 
gel of her Chaſtity. Therefore with a ſtrong Power, 
after the Effuſion of much Blood, (Lucius and his 
[mall Army being toil'd in Defence) he enter'd the 
Caſtle, took Lucius and his Lady Priſoners, and 
ſearching for Samina, found her at her Devotions in 
ber Cloſet ; and now imagining that to ſave her

Jegrees of Cruelty win her to his Arms. But ſee 
he interpoſing Providence of Heaven, which pro- 
ected them in the Extremity of Danger; for efer he 
ould accompliſh his Deſign, the King's Party, under 
e Command of my Lord 4rminius, (whom the Earl 
ad ſent for) came in to their Aid, and with ſuch 
violent Onſet, aſſaulted the ſcattered Army of 
omindus, that he overthrew them in an inſtant, 
geſtroy ing 1300, and putting the reſt to Flight, 
among whom Romindus eſcaped. My Lord Armi- 
nus was with wonderful Joy received by the Earl, 
who informing him of the Treachery and Luſt ot 
Romindus, (from whoſe Sword he had protected 
him) added, that his Eſtate and Life were at his 
Lordſhipfs Service : Arminius, who had long re- 
ſpected Srmina, found his Deſire now more eager 
than ever, and therefore took this Opportunity of 
urging his Love to her, which Samina and her Pa- 
rents out pf gratitude ſoon and thanktully accepted of. 
The Earl whoſe Eſtate was larger than my Lord's, 
bleſt him wit a conſiderable Dowry with her, and 
the Nuptials were ſolemniz*d out of Hand. 5 


The Charms of this chaſte and beautiful Samine 
ſill drew after her many Admirers, whoſe Luſt 
could not admit of Limitation, though they knew 
her fix*d, like Heaven, above the reach of the 
Damn'd, the Gulph of Marriage being berwixt 
them ; but with the ſame Conſtancy, the ſame Loy- 
alty to her Honour, renounc*'d them all with Scorn 
and Deteſtation. After the happy Reſtaurat ion of 
his Majeſty, Romindus (who had hid himſelf from 
the ſtroke of Juſtice ) deſpairing of Mercy from his 
too much injur'd Monarch, and wanting a ſupply of 
oney to maintain him in his Concealment, knew 
not what Courſe to take; his Life and Conſcience 
being equally burthenſome. Long he waver'd, 
doubting what to do, till at length, by the Suggeſti-

On of the Devil, his Malice to Arminius who de- 
feated him, and his equal Luſt and Envy to Saming, 


whoſe Charms had tempted and deluded him, he reg 


lolv*d to enjoy her yet, to be reveng'd and dye; but 
fearing the Courage of my Lord Arminius, in whoſe 
Arms ſhe lived ſecure, he employ*d a Servant with 
a counterfeit Letter to my Lord, to acquaint him, 
that his Father was near the Point of Death, and re- 
quired him to attend him that Evening, as he valued 
his Bleſſing. The Earl, ſurprized at the News, little 
ſuſpected the villainous Deſign ot Romindus, neither 
did he believe the Meſſage to be other than real, 
therefore took Horſe with ſome few Servants, and 
with all ſpeed poſted away to Court. Romindu 
( then but one Mile diſtant from the Abbey where 
Samina was left to the Charge of ſome Gentlemen) 
ſoon received the News of my Lord's Departure for 
Court, and in the Dusk of the Evening fet Fire to 
the outer Buildings and Stables, which ſo ſurprizel 
the Family, that all, regardleſs of their Lady, ran 
out ro ſecure what they might, and defend the Ab- 
bey from the Flames ; but alas! the hotteſt Fire wa 
within, for his Deſign working to his Will, I: 
watchid: this Opportunity of taking Poſſeſſion d 
Samina in the Abbey, and ſecuring the Doors aire!

This pleased 
Remindus well, for their Tumult drown'd the Cries 
of Samina, whom he had wounded in ſeveral Places, 
(though not mortally ) imagining that the Senſe of 
Torture might move her to admit of his Embraces; 
but all was without effect, for with how much the 
greater Violence and Severity he us*d her, with fo 
much the greater Conſtancy and Chaſtity of Spirit 
ſhe renounced him. After a great Reluctancy, reco- 
vering the Dagger from his Hand, ſhe ſaid, You baſe 
and ignominicus Wretch, doſt think that Heaven can- 
not free me from thy lewd Embraces? Jes; thus, thus, 
( ſtabbing her ſelf) I ſet my ſelf at Liberty, My 
Honour far outweighs my Life, and my Blood ſball 
ool the Fire that burns within thee : and thus ſpeak- 
ing dyd. When FRomindus had ſeen the Firmneſs 
and Chaſtity of Samina, he turn'd his Revenge upon 
imſelf, and with the ſame Dagger ſtabb'd himſelf, 
here he was found aiter the Extinction of the Fire, 
with ſo much Life remaining in him, as to ſatisfie 
the Spectators with a Relation of this Tragical Hi- 
ſtory, and then expired, breathing out his puliuted 
Soul by the fide of the chaſte and beauteous Samina, 
ho is left upon Record to future Ages, as an Emi- 
nent and Virtuous Defender of her Honour.

Thus the Virtue of Samina was moſt conſpicuous and 
eſplendant in her greateſt Extremity, who rather 
hoſe the chaſte Embraces of a cold Grave, than the 
hort polluted Arms of Luſtſul Romindus.

| N the Reign of Chriſtiern the fourth, King of Den- 
mark, liv'd in Copenhagen, chief City of that 
ingdom, ſeated in the Iſle of Zealand, and uſual 
Reſidence of its Kings, a rich old Burgher, who had 
wo Daughters, the Elder named Helda, the Younger 
imbrigz, both very beautiful Ladies, though of ſo 
different Inclinations, that it ſeem'd a Prodigy for 
one Womb to produce ſuch different Fruits. Helda 
was as Juſtful as ſhe was fair, placing her greateſt 
Pleaſure Abroad and in Company: Imbrigs as chaſte 
as beautiful, and moſt delighted at Home in the 
Contemplation of Vertue, and Enjoyment of a So- 
[ I [ itary Retirement. | 1 
Theſe two different Beauties being ripe for Marri- 
age, were both ſeverally courted; but the Excellent 
Beauty and Vertues of Imbrigis had more Attracti- 
ons than the Face and Riches of Helda; however 
Ihe Father reſolv'd to marry the Elder firſt, and ac- 
cordingly diſpoſed of her to Ericrs, 2 Gentleman of 
a great Eſtate, who had ſome little Kindneſs for 
Helda, but more for hex Dowty ; and ſhe more

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whoſe Wit and Beauty had ſuch powerful Charms 
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Perſon : however the Match was concluded, and the 


Marriage conſummated; but true Love appeared not 


at this Hymen, neither would the Bleſſing of Heaven

And now the old Burgher having diſpoſed of his 
eldeſt and moſt beloyed Daughter ; he began to think 
of a Match for the youngeſt, in which he reſ{ulv'd to 
conſult more his own 23 and Convenience, 
than his Daughter's Affection and Liking.
